Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  vital  statistics  are  good  and  compare  favourably  with 
those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  312,  of 
which  304  were  Measles  and  8 Tuberculosis.  The  remaining 
number  of  cases  is  quite  small,  and  would  lead  one  to  think  that 
not  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease  are  notified. 

The  figures  relating  to  vaccination  and  immunisation  are  not 
as  high  as  one  would  like.  I should  like  to  see  the  figures  nearer 
to  100%.  We  may  never  get  this  figure  but  we  should  continue 
to  strive  for  it.  Parents  want  continuous  urging  and  persuading 
to  get  their  children  the  protection  against  the  infectious  diseases 
which  vaccination  and  immunisation  offer  them. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  is  concerned  at  the  low  acceptance  rate 
of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  in  some  areas.  During  the 
past  few  years,  following  the  campaigns  for  vaccination,  the 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  has  fallen  to  the  lowest  level  recorded 
in  this  country.  As  so  often  happens  with  a decline  in  the  number 
of  cases  the  number  accepting  vaccination  also  goes  down. 
Constant  vigilance  is  required  to  keep  up  the  number  vaccinated 
and  people  must  not  be  allowed  to  become  apathetic.  I 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  that  Professor  Sabin,  who  perfected 
the  oral  vaccine,  stated  that  if  all  children  under  15  years  were 
vaccinated  we  should  see  the  end  of  poliomyelitis.  We  must  not 
lapse  into  a false  sense  of  security,  but  be  vigilant  and  keep  press- 
ing those  apathetic  parents  to  get  their  children  vaccinated. 
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EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  (cervix)  kills  about  2,500 
women  every  year  in  England  and  Wales. 

Towards  the  end  of  1964  and  early  in  1965  there  was  a great 
surge  of  interest  amongst  women  in  the  area,  in  cancer  of  the 
cervix.  Women’s  Institutions  and  other  organisations  discussed 
the  subject  at  National  Conferences  and  pledged  their  support 
to  aim  at  securing  the  establishment  of  diagnostic  clinics. 

The  County  Council  in  1965  decided  to  start  special  clinics 
in  those  parts  of  the  country  where  facilities  did  not  already 
exist.  There  was  not  a clinic  in  this  area  during  the  year  under 
review,  but  as  one  started  early  in  1966,  before  this  report  was 
written,  I feel  I should  make  some  mention  of  Cervical  Cytology. 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  starts  in  the  surface  layers 
of  cells.  There  is  a considerable  time  lag  before  the  condition 
spreads  and  invades  other  parts  of  the  body.  Whilst  the  cancer 
cells  remain  localised  in  the  surface  layers  there  is  little  danger 
and  this  known  as  “ Carcinoma-in-situ  ”.  It  is  when  the  cells 
spread  below  the  surface  layers  and  invade  other  parts  of  the 
body  that  the  disease  becomes  dangerous.  Early  detection  of 
Carcinoma-in-situ  should  reduce  the  death  rate  from  invasive 
cancer  of  the  cervix. 

There  are  no  symptons  of  Carcinoma-in-situ,  so  diagnostic 
tests  are  used  to  discover  it.  A simple  examination  is  carried 
out,  some  cells  are  scraned  off  the  surface  of  the  neck  of  the 
womb,  smeared  on  a glass  slide  and  sent  for  examination  to  a 
laboratory.  The  examination  of  these  cells  is  known  as  exfoliative 
cytology.  If  there  be  any  suspicion  or  doubt  about  malignant 
cells  the  patient  is  referred  to  a consultant  gynaecologist  for 
further  investigation. 

It  is  thought  that  there  may  be  over  a five  year  interval 
between  the  appearance  of  abnormal  cells  and  the  development 
of  cancer.  It  follows  that  examination  every  five  years  should  be 
encouraged  to  detect  the  early  signs  of  disease  and  to  offer  the 
greatest  chance  of  cure. 

Cancer  of  the  cervix  is  more  common  amongst:  women  who 
have  had  several  children,  women  who  have  had  freouent  sexual 
relations  with  uncircumcised  men,  women  of  lower  social  classes 
and  women  over  the  age  of  35.  All  these  groups  should  be  actively 
encouraged  to  attend  for  examination  either  at  a clinic  or  by 
their  own  general  practitioner.  It  may  be  most  difficult  to  get 
some  of  the  women  who  are  at  greatest  risk  ■ — the  lower  social 
class  with  a large  family  — to  attend  for  routine  examination. 
These  are  the  people  whose  home  commitments  may  make 
attendance  difficult  to  manage  and  who  frequently  are  unav/are 
of  the  danger.  It  is  usually  the  educated  unmarried  woman  or 
married  woman  with  one  or  no  child  who  are  first  to  avail  them- 
selves of  an  examination.  Ways  will  have  to  be  devised  to  get 
the  others  to  attend,  and  this  should  command  our  attention. 
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REFUSE  TIP 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  make  application  for 
planning  permission  to  extend  the  tip  at  Lea  Road.  It  had  become 
obvious  that  there  was  very  little  life  left  in  the  present  tip, 
and  further  ground  was  urgently  needed.  This  application 
aroused  strong  objections  from  the  local  residents.  Local  meet- 
ings were  held,  letters  written  to  the  Press  and  eventually  a 
petition,  signed  by  212  residents  in  the  Lea  Road  area,  objecting 
to  the  proposal  to  extend  the  tip  was  sent  to  the  Lindsey  County 
Council.  One  can  appreciate  the  concern  of  the  residents,  but 
there  were  no  other  suitable  sites  available.  Many  of  their  fears 
were  unfounded.  I must  agree  that  on  some  occasions  in  the 
past  the  tip  may  not  have  been  all  it  should  be,  but  these 
occasions  were  very  few  and  due  to  some  mechanical  breakdown 
of  plant  and  possibly  some  mis-management.  Many  times  the 
tip  has  been  blamed  for  nuisances  that  have  not  arisen  at  the 
tip.  The  objections  were  not  upheld  and  the  Council  was  given 
planning  approval  to  extend  the  tip. 

I should  like  to  briefly  mention  a few  points  on  refuse 
disposal  by  tipping  and  refuse  sites. 

Tipping  on  low-lying  land  has  the  advantage  of  being- 
hygienic.  In  time  the  refuse  becomes  inocuous,  and  land  can 
be  reclaimed  and  adopted  to  useful  purposes  such  as  playing  fields 
or  used  for  cultivation.  The  greatest  advantage  is  that  this 
method  of  disposal  is  economical  and  does  not  require  high  capital 
expenditure. 

The  tip  site  must  be  accessible  and  not  too  far  from  the 
locality  served.  If  a tip  be  very  far  from  the  area  served  it 
becomes  expensive  because  of  the  long  journeys  by  vehicles  and 
the  time  lost  on  travelling.  It  is,  of  course,  preferable  to  have 
the  tip  site  away  from  dwelling  houses,  but  this  is  not  always 
possible.  If  a tip  is  well  maintained  and  the  tipping  carefully 
controlled,  there  should  not  be  any  nuisance  and  few  grounds  for 
complaint.  I think  it  must  be  agreed  that  over  the  past  two 
years  our  tip  has  been  well  kept  and  as  a direct  result  we  have 
had  very  few  complaints.  Mr.  Kilyon  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
making  the  tip  so  good  and  for  keeping  such  strict  supervision 
of  the  tipping.  I am  sure  that  given  normal  working  conditions 
the  present  tip,  and  the  proposed  extensions  to  it,  will  not  give 
rise  to  many  complaints. 

I must  add  that  suitable  land  for  tipping  is  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult  to  obtain,  and  we  must  use  all  the  available 
land,  even  though  it  be  close  to  dwelling  houses.  In  the  future 
some  other  method  of  disposal  will  have  to  be  used  which  will 
probably  be  more  expensive.  Perhaps  neighbouring  Local 
Authorities  will  have  to  join  forces  and  operate  some  joint  system 
of  refuse  disposal. 
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HOUSING 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  and  unfit 
houses  cleared  during  the  year  were  easily  records. 

Fifty  unfit  houses  were  demolished  under  the  Council’s  slum 
clearance  programme,  in  addition  46  new  houses  were  erected  by 
private  individuals,  making  a total  of  71  new  houses  in  the  town. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  such  a substantial  progress  with 
the  Council’s  programme  to  provide  better  living  conditions  for 
the  people.  The  building  of  new  houses  to  replace  old  ones 
which  have  become  substandard  and  not  fit  for  human  habitation 
should  always  be  a priority.  The  type  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion provided  influences  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants.  Good  housing  with  reasonable  indoor  and  outdoor 
facilities  by  raising  the  standard  of  living  also  leads  to  better 
standards  of  social  and  moral  behaviour. 

One  problem  of  clearance  is  the  provision  of  suitable  accom- 
modation for  elderly  people  who  live  alone.  Too  often  in  the 
past  this  was  not  given  proper  consideration  when  houses  were 
being  built  to  replace  the  ones  to  be  demolished.  The  emphasis 
was  on  family  houses.  I am  glad  to  say  that  more  and  more 
smaller  housing  units  are  being  constructed. 

There  are  nearly  200  further  houses  likely  to  be  subject  to 
slum  clearance  action  to  complete  the  clearance  programme 
envisaged  in  the  1955  survey  of  housing.  It  must  not  be  thought 
that  this  will  be  an  end  to  clearance.  Areas  change  in  their 
character  and  rising  standards  of  living  will  lead  to  properties 
which  are  only  just  satisfactory  becoming  less  acceptable  and 
substandard  in  say  15-20  years  hence.  Each  year  some  houses 
will  need  replacing  if  only  because  of  their  age  they  become 
worn  out. 

In  the  new  housing  estate  on  Middlefield  Lane  provision  has 
been  made  for  a grouped  dwelling  scheme  of  flats  for  elderly 

people. 

The  first  of  the  flats  was  completed  on  June  8th,  1964,  and 
the  last  of  the  thirty-six  was  completed  on  April  5th,  1965. 

The  flats  consist  of  a living  room,  kitchen,  bedroom  and 
bathroom.  The  fittings  of  the  flats  have  been  carefully  chosen 
to  suit  the  needs  of  elderly  people.  The  bath  is  a short  sit  up 
type  with  a hand  rail  to  aid  the  tenants  to  get  in  and  out  in 
safety. 

A warden  service  is  provided,  and  each  flat  is  fitted  with 
a call  system  to  the  warden’s  flat.  The  warden,  Mrs'.  Dunbar, 
is  looking  after  the  needs  of  the  tenants  in  a very  excellent 
manner.  Mrs.  Dunbar’s  flat  is  fitted  with  a telephone,  and  she 
is  in  a position  to  quickly  summon  any  assistance  needed.  The 
elderly  people  are,  therefore,  well  provided  for  and  at  the  same 
time  have  their  own  privacy  and  independence.  In  addition  to 
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the  warden  service,  the  home  help  service,  meals  on  wheels, 
library  service  and  other  social  services  provided  locally  by 
statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  are  available. 

A communal  lounge  is  also  available  for  those  who  wish  to 
meet  together  for  social  activities.  The  lounge  is  beautifully 
decorated  and  furnished,  and  has  a kitchen  where  refreshments 
can  be  prepared.  The  flats  are  sited  in  the  centre  of  the  estate 
in  close  proximity  to  the  shopping  precinct.  There  is  also  a 
bus  stop  nearby  which  is  most  useful. 

I thank  Mr.  D.  Herrick  the  Housing  Officer  for  information 
on  this  scheme. 

STAFF 

I am  grateful  to  my  colleagues  for  the  information  concern- 
ing their  departments  included  in  this  report.  I should 
particularly  like  to  thank  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac,  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County  Council,  and  his  staff,  for 
making  available  the  information  relating  to  the  County  Health 
Department.  I also  thank  Mr.  Kilyon,  my  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  who  got  together  quite  a considerable  amount  of  the 
details  contained  in  this  report. 

I should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

Mr.  M.  S.  Edwards,  our  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  passed 
his  final  examinations  in  July  and  left  in  September  to  take  up 
an  appoinment  as  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  with  another 
Local  Authority.  Mr.  R.  C.  Stuttle,  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  left  in  October  to  take  up  another  appointment. 

Mr.  Roper  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  December.  I wish  him  every  success  in  his 
job  and  hope  he  and  his  family  settle  happily  in  the  town. 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  my  own 
department.  Mr.  T.  M.  Kilyon,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  R.  C.  Stuttle,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  M.  S. 
Edwards,  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  clerical  staff 
for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I,  as 
School  Medical  Officer,  carried  out  inspections,  etc.,  in  our 
schools.  The  state  of  health,  general  nutrition  and  cleanliness 
of  the  children  was  of  a high  standard.  Routine  medical 
inspection  is  carried  out  on  children  in  their  first  year  at  school, 
in  their  first  year  at  secondary  school,  and  in  their  last  year 
at  school.  Besides  these  routine  medical  inspections,  children 
with  any  defects  are  regularly  seen  at  “ supervisory  ” examina- 
tions and  any  child  referred  by  a parent  or  teacher  is  given 
a “ special  ” examination.  I am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  for  permission  to  include  the  following  summary  of  work 
carried  out  during  1965  in  our  area.

The  following  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the 
pasteurising  dairy  and  from  milk  shops  and  on  delivery  by 
retailers.  These  were  subject  to  tests  for  the  efficiency  of 
pasteurisation  and  sterilisation  and  for  keeping  quality.  All  of 
these  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests: —

Fifteen  samples  of  raw  milk  were  taken  for  biological 
examination,  three  of  which  showed  evidence  of  brucella  abortus 
and  none  of  tuberculosis. 


The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is  respon- 
sible for  the  control  of  milk  production.  The  supervising  of 
pasteurising  plants  is  exercised  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 
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THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  (SPECIFIED  AREAS) 
ORDER,  1956. 

The  above  Order  requires  all  milk  sold  within  the  district 
to  be  sold  under  special  designations.  The  special  designations 
authorised  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations, 
1949-54,  are  Pasteurised,  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Sterilised. 


ICE  CREAM 

There  are  on  the  Register  two  Manufacturers/Retailers  and 
81  Retailers.  The  former  are  traders  supplying  their  own  needs, 
and  latter  retail  pre-packed  ice  cream. 

Both  manufacturers  were  visited  to  secure  compliance  with 
the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959.  Inspections 
were  made  of  premises  retailing  ice  cream. 


THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955,  provides  for  the  sampling 
of  food  and  drugs  for  analysis  or  for  bacteriological  and  other 
examinations.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  is  the  authority 
responsible  for  these  duties.  I am  grateful  to  Dr.  C.  D.  Cormac, 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr.  G.  Collinson,  County

WATER  SUPPLY 

<i)  Water  is  supplied  by  the  Lincoln  and  District  Water 
Board.  It  is  obtained  from  three  boreholes  and  is  stored  in 
two  reservoirs  with  an  estimated  total  capacity  of  three  day’s 
normal  demand.  Two  water  towers  with  a capacity  of 
36,500  gallons  are  also  provided  for  gravity  feeding  to  the 
higher  levels  of  the  town. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

<ii)  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  428  samples  of  water,  taken  before  and  after 
chlorination,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
These  samples  were  made  up  of  152  taken  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  276  taken  by  the  Lincoln  and  District  Water  Board. 
Results  are  reported  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
suggested  classification.

(iii)  Proven  bacteriological  contamination  was  always  dealt 
with  promptly  and  the  cause  located  in  most  cases.  The 
chlorine  content  of  the  supply  was  increased  temporarily 
and  the  service  mains  flushed.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewerage 

For  drainage  purposes  the  Urban  District  is  divided  into  two 
areas  by  a ridge  of  high  ground  running  north  to  south. 

The  western  half,  lying  between  the  ridge  of  high  ground 
and  the  River  Trent,  is  almost  fully  developed  and  contains  the 
business  areas  of  the  town.  This  area  is  in  the  River  Trent 
Catchment  Area  and  is  drained  by  the  combined  system,  that  is 
to  say  foul  sewage  and  the  rainwater  from  the  roads,  roofs,  yards 
and  paved  areas  are  taken  into  one  system  of  pipes.  These 
combined  sewers  discharge  into  the  River  Trent  at  eleven 
separate  outfalls  between  Morton  and  Carr  Lane.  Each  outfall 
is  fitted  with  a flap  valve  and/or  a manually  operated  penstock 
valve  so  that  the  sewers  may  be  closed  when  the  river  is  in  flood. 
This  is  to  prevent  river  water  backing  up  the  sewers  and  flooding 
the  low  lying  districts.  There  is  an  automatic  pumping  station 
on  each  of  the  outfalls  at  North  Warren  Road,  Bowling  Green 
Road  and  Bridge  Street.  These  come  into  operation  when  the 
sewer  valves  are  closed  and  empty  the  sewers. 

The  current  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  a new  pumping- 
station  at  North  Warren  Road  complete  with  a fully  automatic 
penstock.  Work  has  also  been  almost  completed  on  sewers  to 
link  up  the  outfalls  between  Carr  Lane  and  Hickman  Street  to 
a central  pump  house  in  Thornton  Street.  This  pump  house 
should  be  completed  by  December,  1966. 

The  eastern  half  of  the  district  is  only  partially  developed 
and  includes  the  new  housing  estates.  This  area  is  in  the  Witham 
and  Steeping  Rivers’  Catchment  Area  and  is  drained  on  the 
“ separate  ” system.  Tn  this  system  there  are  two  distinct  sets 
of  sewers,  one  carries  the  foul  sewage  and  the  other  rainwater 
from  roads,  roofs,  yards  and  paved  areas.  The  rainwater  is 
discharged  directly  into  existing  open  watercourses  and  dykes. 
The  foul  sewage  flows  to  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Park 
Springs,  being  pumped  from  the  oumping  station  in  Heapham 
Road  to  the  works.  These  works  take  all  of  the  sewage  from 
the  new  housing  estates. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Approximately  70%  of  the  town’s  sewage  is  discharged 
directly  and  untreated  into  the  River  Trent  at  eleven  outfall 
points  along  the  District’s  Western  Boundary.  National  legis- 
lation now  forbids  the  discharge  of  untreated  sewage  into  rivers 
and  watercourses  and  the  Council  has  embarked  upon  a scheme 
for  the  ultimate  treatment  of  all  sewage,  at  present  being  dis- 
charged into  the  River  Trent,  at  two  treatment  works  to  be 
constructed  at  Morton  and  at  Lea  Road  tip.  The  first  stages 
of  this  scheme,  the  interlinking  of  the  outfalls  between  Carr 
Lane  and  Hickman  Street,  having  been  substantially  completed. 
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The  remaining  30%  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  to  the  Park 
Springs  Works.  Enlargement  and  modernisation  of  this  works 
together  with  the  re-equiping  of  Heapham  Road  Pump  Station 
has  been  completed  this  year  but  even  so,  because  of  the  rapid 
development,  both  by  the  Council  and  private  individuals  in  the 
past  two  years,  the  works  are  now  running  at  or  near  their  full 
capacity  of  272,800  gallons  per  day  (normal  dry  weather  flow).

A further  extension  of  the  works  is  being  designed  to  treat 
an  ultimate  dry  weather  flow  of  532,000  gallons  per  day.  This 
will  enable  further  development,  both  housing  and  industrial,  to 
take  place,  within  the  area  draining  to  the  works,  up  to  the 
equivalent  of  1,400  houses. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  B.  Whittingham,  A.M.I.Mun.E., 
A.M.Inst.H.E.,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
drainage  of  the  area,  for  information  on  these  subjects. 


SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  are  two  public  swimming  pools  in  the  area.  Both 
are  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  One  is  an  open  air  pool 
filled  and  emptied  twice  weekly  from  the  mains  water  supply. 
The  season  opens  in  May  and  closes  in  September.  The  other  is 
an  indoor  heated  pool  fitted  with  a continuous  mechanical  filtra- 
tion and  chlorination  plant.  The  season  at  this  pool  opens  in 
April  and  closes  in  September.  The  bath  is  emptied  and  refilled 
in  July  and  continuously  topped  up  throughout  the  season  from 
the  mains  water  supply.  Slipper  baths  are  provided  at  both  the 
pools. 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  of  the  water  in  the  open-air 
pool  and  eight  of  the  water  in  the  indoor  pool.  Two  samples 
from  the  outdoor  and  one  from  the  indoor  were  reported  as 
unsatisfactory.  Attention  was  given  to  the  cleansing  and 
chlorination  and  all  succeeding  samples  were  satisfactory. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

Gainsborough  must  have  been  one  of  the  few  remaining 
towns  to  register  a premises  as  a “ Common  lodging  house 

A “ Common  lodging  house  ” means  a house  other  than  a 
public  assistance  institution  provided  for  the  purpose  of  accom- 
modating by  night,  poor  persons,  not  being  members  of  the  same 
family,  who  share  a common  room  for  sleeping  and  for  eating. 
There  is  little  need  for  such  a premises  today. 

Inspections  of  the  common  lodging  house  in  Gainsborough 
revealed  many  defects  and  unsatisfactory  features  in  the 
premises.  Meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  the 
owners,  Messrs.  Hewitt  Bros.  Ltd.,  on  the  repairs,  etc.,  that  we 
considered  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  standard.  We 
had  the  utmost  of  co-operation  from  the  local  manager  of  the 
firm  and  later  I was  very  pleased  to  learn  that  considering  the 
limited  use  and  need  for  such  a house,  the  cost  of  repairs  and 
the  future  short  life  of  the  premises  that  it  had  been  decided 
to  close  the  common  lodging  house  at  the  end  of  this  year. 

Common  lodging  houses  belong  to  an  era  of  poverty  and 
squalor  and  poor  social  and  welfare  services  and  I for  one  am 
glad  to  see  the  end  of  ours.  We  have  no  Common  lodging  houses 
on  the  register  and  I hope  we  do  not  have  to  re-open  that  register. 

MORTUARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  Council  provide  and  maintain  a mortuary  under  Section 
198  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  is  only  a mortuary  in  name 
for  the  premises  consist  of  a single,  not  very  large  room  which 
we  rent.  The  facilities  can  only  be  described  as  primitive. 

It  provides  most  unsatisfactory  conditions  for  the  Patholo- 
gists who  carry  out  post-mortem  examinations,  and  it  affords 
no  privacy  to  relatives  who  visit  to  identify  a body.  To  bereaved 
relatives  the  mortuary  must  appear  disgusting  and  depressing. 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Boards  proposed  to  provide 
a new  mortuary  as  part  of  the  development  of  the  John  Coupland 
Hospital.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Urban  District  Council  and 
Rural  District  Councils  of  Gainsborough  should  share  the 
facilities  at  this  new  mortuary. 

Early  this  year  complaints  About  the  present  mortuary  in 
Wembley  Street,  Gainsborough,  were  received  from  the  Patholo- 
gists and  H.Tvl.  Coroner.  The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
were  approached  to  find  out  when  the  new  mortuary  was  to  be 
erected.  The  Board’s  officers  replied  that  as  the  result  of  a 
re-examination  of  the  Capital  Works  Programme,  the  scheme 
for  John  Coupland  Hospital  was  unlikely  to  proceed  before  1970. 
They  were  pressed  to  see  if  the  mortuary  could  be  proceeded  with 
on  its  own,  the  reply  was  that  it  was  not  feasable  to  bring  the 
mortuary  forward  as  a separate  scheme. 


The  Public  Health  Committee  decided  to  consider  the  pro- 
vision of  a mortuary  for  the  town  and  surrounding  areas.  The 
Surveyor  in  consultation  with  me  prepared  a very  suitable 
scheme  and  it  was  considered  and  accepted  by  the  Committee. 
A sum  was  put  in  the  estimates  to  cover  this  mortuary,  however, 
later  on  it  wa s considered  necessary  to  reduce  the  estimated 
capital  expenditure  and  the  mortuary  was  one  of  the  items 
deleted. 

The  mortuary  facilities  are  most  unsatisfactory  and  must  be 
rectified  as  soon  as  possible.  I appreciate  the  present  financial 
situation  on  such  works  but  would  stress  that  the  provision  of  a 
new  mortuary  must  be  a first,  when  priorities  are  being  con- 
sidered. I know  my  Committee  appreciate  this,  I hope  the  rest 
of  the  Council  will  also  agree. 

Thirty-three  bodies  were  brought  unto  the  mortuary  and  29 
post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  licences  were  issued  under  the  Caravan  Act. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  licences  to  keep  a pet  shoo  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act  were  issued  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

No  applications  for  licences  under  the  above  Act  were 
received. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  number  on  the  register  is  one  and  26  visits  were  paid 
to  these  premises  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  byelaws.  One 
contravention  was  remedied  this  year. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  Section  50  of  the  above  Act,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any 
person  who  has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  the  area  where  no 
suitable  arrangements  for  disposal  have  been  made.  This 
function  was  delegated  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector.  Two 
cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  premises  are  licensed  under 
the  above  Act.  Forty-one  inspections  were  made.  Six  defects 
were  found.  No  contraventions  were  noted  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Refuse  is  collected  from  7,231  premises  in  the  area.  The 
town  is  divided  into  three  districts,  each  served  by  one  vehicle. 

A fourth  vehicle  is  employed  to  supplement  this  service 
when  for  various  reasons  delays  are  experienced. 

This  vehicle  is  also  used  for  collections  from  business 
premises,  hospitals,  institutions,  etc.,  and  so  concentrates  the 
work  of  district  vehicles  on  the  house  refuse. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  tip  was 
estimated  to  be  12  990  tons  for  the  year,  which  was  an  increase 
of  131  tons  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  amount  of  domestic  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  tip  was 
estimated  to  be  12,859  tons  for  the  year,  which  was  an  increase 
of  twelve  tons  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  method  in  use  is  that  of  controlled  tipping.  Soil  is 
dug  out  by  the  angledozer,  deposited  on  top  of  the  refuse,  and 
finally  levelled  off. 

Tipping  operations  are  carried  out  in  fields  on  the  north 
side  of  the  flood  bank  in  Causeway  Lane  which  were  acquired 
by  the  Urban  and  Rural  Councils  for  the  construction  of  sewage 
disposal  works  and  therefore  require  to  be  raised  above  the  flood 
level  of  the  River  Trent. 


SALVAGE 

Eighty-seven  tons  three  hundredweights  of  waste  paper  was 
collected  by  the  Department  which,  together  with  other  items, 
realised  a gross  value  of  £725  14s.  6d.
